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1. The teachings of JP 08-325543, JP '543, received with 
the IDS filed on April 2003 are more relevant to the instant 
claims than the references applied in the last Office Action, 
Paper No. 17, mailed April 22, 2003 Thus the finality of that 
action is withdrawn and JP ! 543 is applied in the action that 
follows .

Claim 4 on page 1 of this translation indicates that this acrylic 
component is a copolymer with a molecular weight which meets the 
molecular weight limitation of the instant claims. Monomers 
containing hydroxyl groups for inclusion in this copolymer are 
taught in paragraph [0016] . In paragraph [0033] the reactive 
component is taught as a compound containing multiple 
(meth) acryloyl groups. Peroxides are taught as ■ polymerization 
initiators in paragraphs [0035] and [0036] . Thus the adhesive 
taught in JP ! 543 anticipates the circuit connecting material of 
the instant claims.
